WASHINGTON, Sept. 7. 
PETITION for an injunc- 
tion was filed today in the 
Supreme Court of the District of 
Columbia against United States 
Attorney Peyton Gordon and 
United States Marshal Edgar C. 
Snyder, Marshal for the District 
of Columbia, by the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Work- 
ers, James P. Noonan, president, 
and Charles P. Ford, secretary, 
which would restrain Gordon 
and Snyder from enforcing with- 
in the District of Columbia the 
provisions of the blanket injunc- 
tion against railroad shop strik- 
ers issued to Attorney-General 
Daugherty in Chicago last week. 
The plaintiffs state that neith- 
er before nor since the first day 
of July this year have they zom- 
mitted. any unlawful acts inci- 
dent to the strike of railway 
shopmen. The brotherhood and 
President Noonan were named in 
Attorney-General Daughtery s 
injunction. 

The petition was set for hear- 
ing before Justice Bailey next 
Saturday. The petition asserted 
Sept. 7.—|] that the only knowledge the 
plaintiffs had of the provisions

GENEVA, Aug. 18.—While the 
United States Government has con- 
sistently refrained from identifying 
itself directly with the League of 
Nations, it has not held aloof from 
having its citizens co-operate i[n-| 
some of the league's activities. Five | 


prominent Americans now are asso- 
ciated with varying forms of the | 
league’s work. 

One of these is Prof. John Bassett | 
Moore, who is a member of the re- | 
cently-created Permanent Court of; 
International Justice. -Another is 
Dr. George Ellery Hale, director of 
the famous observatory on’ Mount 
Wilson, who has joined the Commit- 
tee on Intellectual Co-operation. A 
third well-known American is Dr. 
Rupert Blue, Assistant Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the United States, who is 
lending his skill and experience in 
public health matters to the league’s 
Health Committee. 

Two other American executives in 
the league are women, Mrs. Hamil- 
ton Wright, one of the most. valu- 
able members of the league’s Opium 
Commission, and Dr. Josephine 
Baker, of the International Health 
Committee. Finally, on the various 
technical and clerical staffs of the 
secretariat of the league, there are 
many Americans, men and women, 
whose services are found to be ex- 
tremely valuable. In an effort fur- 
ther to enlist America’s interest and 
aupport in behalf of the league, an 
invitation has been sent to the 
Washington Government to appoint 
a representative in the league's 
Commission for the Suppression of 
the White Slave Traffic. 

Sir Eric Drummond, Secretary- 
General of the League of Nations, is 
hopeful that it will be possible for 
the league to work out a policy 
whereby the United States properly 
can co-operate in an _ increasing 
share of the league’s activities with- 
out impairment of her own tradi- 
tional policy of detachment from Eu- 
ropean affairs.

The story of how a prosperous people was ruined 
through the abolition of its communist system ~-

Originally the Marquesans were pure communists. | 
having, according to W. C. Handy. in the Yale Re.

But the French’ 
came and conquered. They set about “civilizing” the 
Marquesans. To that end they deposed the master 
craftsmen. abolished the native worship, and estab 
shed iedividual ownership of the soil—in other 
words. capitalism. This was a strange procedure to 
the natives. who had been accustomed only to col- 
lective effort, and to whom the crops had always been 
«ommon property. Ther did not accept the new dis. 
pensation, and agriculture languished and has vir- 
tually disappeared.

Unusual activity of alleged blue sky 
corporations has led Secretary of 
State Louis lL. Emmerson to sound

securities becoming more genera! in 
the last few years had given a rich 
field for operations to fake conperna, 
he explained. 

“The securities law which became 
effective July 1, 1918,” he said, “is 
proving very successful in cleaning 
up blue sky operations in Illinois, 
but it cannot control the offering and 
gale of securities by corporations lo- 
cated outside of the State. A bill 
introduced by Representative Denni- 
son of Illinois, is now pending in 
Congress to remedy this condftion, 
but in the meantime a great deal of 
questionable paper is being floated 
in Illinois by use of the malis and 
advertising mediums in other states.”

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Solving Housework Problems Economically with Skilled Labor. 


E solution of the servant prob- 
| lem may be summed up in these 


few words: Skilled labor repre- 
sented by specialized part-time help- 
ers. It has taken a long time to 
find this fact out, but once tried by 
a thinking woman, she would not go 


back to old conditions if she could. 


Cheap and ignorant labor is the 
most expensive in the world, and 
women who have 
themselves on all points of house- 
hold management cannot train help 
who are equally ignorant, so the do- 
mestic help problem has remained 
unsolved. In the ascending wage 
scale, poor and good help are mak- 
ing the same demands, and only a 
trial enables one to pick the impos- 


_ sible from the possible in the line of 


applicants for work. 
_ The Part-Time Helper. 

The old way of training daughters 
to follow in their mothers’ footsteps 
in the management of households is 
not sufficient in these days, They 


must learn higher home economics, 


a budget system, and better ways of 
dispénsing the income. An up-to 
date domestic science course, how- 
ever, places a young woman in a 
position to appreciate the supple- 
mentary teaching and experience 
her mMOther has to impart. Modern 
conditions need to be ‘treated with 
modern methods. First, a household 
system is needed, then the under- 
standing and ability to get it work- 
ing. 

_ The demand has not as yet created 
a sufficient supply of skilled part- 
time helpers, but it is growing. Only 
the best workers see what a benefit 
the new order of things is going to 
be for them. As for the housewife, 
under the new system she gets just 
when she 
wants ft without having to board 
and 16dge the worker or be annoyed 
by her needs or requests. In other 
words, she pays for what she needs 
and gets her money's worth. 

The household method by which 
the home is run determines the time 
wheh extra help is needed, and just 
what ie to be done. Sometimes the 
extfa helper gets breakfast and 
cleans up afterward, then returns 
and gets dinner, or perhaps they 
comé In after breakfast and clean up 


the house or apartment, giving as 


many hours as are needed, even do- 


if the housewife so desires. Most of

The fingers of the left hand are 
bent inward, and a dime is laid upon 
the knuckle of the little finger. Sud- 
denly, with no perceptible motion of 
the fingers, the dime turns a com- 
plete somersault or leaps in the air 
(Fig. 2). 

The trick is done by the left 
thumb, which is secretly bent in, as 
shown in Fig. 2, under the tip of th 
left little finger. The tip of the fin- 
ger is pressed firmly against the 
thumb, and when the thumb is shot 
outward it imparts a sudden force 
to the muscle of the little finger, 
which is sufficient to flip the coin. 
If the right hand is placed over the 


left thumb, as though to steady the 
hand, the/sudden movement of the 
thumb wfll be completely concealed” 


from view. The trick can be done 

when the coin is placed on other 

knuckles, but the \Iittle finger is 

usually the most responsive.

Paetus, who was a Consul in 


EE 
A RRIA was the wife of Caecinna 
She was 


Rome in the year 41. 


born in Rome, and always had the 


best interests of its people at heart. 
Arria was one of the most courage- 
ous women of her time, as her life 
reveals. 

Paetus joined the army of Scrib- 
onius against the cruel Claudius of 
Illyria, and soon after was taken by 
sea to Rome a prisoner. Arria, who 
had been refused permission to ac- 
company him on the perilous jour- 
ney to his place of imprisonment, 
hired a small boat and followed him 
secretly in the night. 

In the meantime Scribonius had 
been killed, and Arria was sick at 
heart to think that the cause of her 
husband had failed.
